TAXES ON BEER 


SET NEW MARK 


$34,111 Collected By 


State First 20 Days 


In August. 


Beer tax collections by the state 


of Nebraska during August have 
again broken the record for any 
month since the legalization of that 
beverage took effect a year ngo. 
Although one-third of the month 
remains, during which some more 
money will be taken In, the revenue 
from that source in the first 20 
days of August amounts to $34,111, 
being almost $3,000 more than was 
received in July, which in turn was 
about $4,000 better than June. 


In the three summer months, 


with 11 days of August still to go. 
upwards of $92,000 has been realized 
from tax on sales of beer at 3 
cents per gallon. Collections are 
made by the state agriculture de- 
partment. A small part of the 
money goes to pay cost c 
ad- 


ministration, the 
balance being 
turned into the state general fund 
and applied on ordinary running 
expenses of the state government. 


When the state board of equali- 


zation fixed the state tax levy early 
in August, it estimated that the 
beer tax would yield $222,000 in 
revenue for the general fund durin« 
the fiscal year. This was at the 
average rate of $18,500 a month 
the year round. The large current 
receipts indicate that the board did 
not overestimate the proceeds, even 
after allowing for a substantial re- 
cession in sales during the winter 
season. 


Assistant Agriculture Director W. 


H. McGaffin thinks the total reve- 
nue for August may reach $36,000. 
It will certainly,go above $35,000. 
In July the beer tax brought "in 


$31,117, while in June it produced 
$27,145. Tax payments each month 
are based on sales by licihsed deal- 
ers during the previous month.

Flansburg's ancestors were active 
in Illinois politics, one of them be- 
ing a member of the original con- 
stitutiona convention of the state. 
Honored By Lancaster Bar. 
Mr. Flansburg was a member of 
the Lancaster county bar associa- 
tion and in 1907 was president of 
the group. On October 22, 1932, he 
was one of seven Lincoln lawyers 
honored by the group for having 
been in the practice of law for 
more than 50 years. 
During the railroad strike in 
Illinois in 1877, Mr. Flansburg was 
a first lieutenant in the nilitia and 
had charge of a compan;' which 
assisted in quelling the disorder. 
He was a republican injiolitics 
and in 1886 was county attorney of 
Harlan county. After coming to 
Lincoln he was made city attorney 
in 1909. The county commission- 
ers appointed him county judge to 
fill a vacancy for a period in about 
1894. 
In 1919-1920 he was a mem- 
ber of the Nebraska constitutional 
convention. 


He was president of the Liberty

company 
for 
many 
years. 


He was a member of the First 
Baptist church, serving at differ- 
ent times as superintendent of the 
Sunday school, as trustee and as 
years he 
was superintendent of 
ieacon of the church. For seven 
the Sunday school at the state 
jenitentiary. 


They are 
Leonard A., and Dr. Harry E.. of 
incoln and Claud W.. of Montclair, 
Mich.

IN THE BASEMENT. 
I 


T IS difficult to believe that an American news- 


paper would sink deliberately to the level which 


the Chicago Tribune did in a front page cartoon 
dealing with the drouth in its issue of last Friday. 


Under the heading. "They Count It A Blessing," the 


cartoonist depicts starving catte, empty barns, ^with- 
ered fields, and steaming prairies. In the center is 
the shrcudcd figure of the Reaper with his scythe. 
And then underneath is this statement, carrying a 
Washington date line: "Everything is progressing, 
President Roosevelt declared, in exact conformance 
with the program started a y-sar and a half ago and 
the only effect of the drouth, as he sees it. is to ac- 
complish in a year what the Wallace-Tugwell crop 
curtailment program was expected to accomplish in 
two or three years." 


That, in the face of the fact that midway in the 


congressional session, the president even before the 
full seriousness of the drouth emergency had been 
revealed, called upon congress to appropriate a half 
billion dollars in order that stricken 
farmers and 


their families would not suffer for the common ne- 
cessities of life, and the effects of an appalling dis- 
aster would be softened as much as humanly pos- 
sible. The Tribune carried the full details of that 
drouth relief request made by the president, and of 
the action of congress in granting it speedily. It has 
carried columns of news setting forth the plans being 
formulated to relieve human misery. 
- 
» 


Then its position vial was filled with a strong solu- 


tion of censure for the reckless spending of which the 
government was guilty. 


These are serious weeks for all of that vast grain 


belt which Chicago and the 
Chicago Tribune oc- 


cupy the center as the heart. Instead of abuse, the 
Tribune should be bending its energies toward light- 
ening the load which hangs' as a chunk of lead up- 
on brave people. Instead of misrepresentation of the 
administration's attitude, the Tribune should be ap- 
plauding efforts of the president, should be upholding 
him in his determination that so long as government 
has the resources, suffering 
arising 
from natural 


causas will be reduced as much as possible. Instead 
of scolding and nagging and snapping at him, day in 
and day out, surely in all of the gallant fight being 
made the Tribune could find something to applaud, 
something to meet its approval, something for which 
to say a kindly word. 


It is the newspaper which has been seeking to 


arouse apprehension that a free press was in danger. 
It disgraces the profession. By its daily action of dis- 
tortion, it provides the strongest arguments for those 
who would bridle or curb a free press. For freedom 
carries with it its own responsibility. It requires that 
those to whom it is granted shall not abuse it. It im- 
poses the obligation upon those to whom it is grant- 
ed there shall be fair reporting, clean reporting, hon- 
est reporting, and accurate reporting. It means that 
a newspaper shall have but one mission and that is 
to print the truth as discerned by men of experience, 
by training, and by education. 


It has been apparent for some time that in its 


hatred of Mr. Roosevelt, the Tribune has fallen into 
the basement of journalism. It has garbled, twisted, 
and distorted the facts known to men and women 
generally for the sole purpose of serving its own par- 
tisan aims. 


Only a lunatic would rejoice in the frightful rav- 


ages of an unprecedented drouth. Only a fiend de- 
rives enjoyment and pleasure from 
seeing people 


suffer. 
Only a wretch of the lowest type could be 


•guilty of the inhumanity with which the 
Tribune 


charges the president of the United States. There 
never has been a man in the White House, republi- 
can or democrat, capable of the heartlessness, the 
lack of feeling, which the Tribune places in the lips 
of Mr. Roosevelt. 


By way of direct contrast, there is the picture of 


the president only a few days ago, riding across 
these sun-baked, heated prairies, mopping his brow, 
torn with compassion and sympathy for the evidences 
of disaster that passed before his eyes, stirred to the 
very depths of his being •with the resolution that 
while conducting warfare against economic collapse 
on forty-eight different fronts, for the time being all 
of the thunderous artillery of the federal government 
would be loosened against the .enemy which stole 
across the plains. There isn't a man, 'woman, or child 
in all of this region who does not believe in the 
president. They believe in the greatness of his heart 
and sympathy. They and all right thinking people 
will resent a journalism so manifestly fashioned from 
a scalding cauldron of hatred and poison. 


BAD NEWS FROM KANSAS. 


WWERE'S bad news for Admiral Ted Metcalfe of the 
JIM. Nebraska navy. The Kansas navy is sunk. Dis- 
patches detailing the information are somewhat in- 
definite, but they indicate it happened sometime a 
•week ago Sunday, just two days ahead of the foul 
•weather into which the Nebraska admiral ran. 


The Kansas navy possessed oce advantage over the 


Nebraska outfit. It had a ship, a 65-foot power 
cruiser, which had its base at San Diego and which 
used to sail the blue Pacific. It put out of port on a 
run to San Clcmentc island, where it raked a sharp 
rock, tore a gaping hole in its side, and finally dived 
into the depths to become a sunken garden for hali- 
but, perch, and sand dabs. But if the Kansas navy 
had a ship, the Nebraska navy had a crew. It had 
its admiral. Its officers, and even its yeomanettes. 
They left port last Tuesday, and while they did not 
win the race, they made a good fight. And considering 
the seas he encountered. Admiral Ted should have 
no recrets. 


THE KUD MENACE. 
THERE'S only one thing wrong about these cam- 


paigns against communism—they sometimes go 


beyond the bounds of reasoning. 


We have in mind the charges that several promi- 


nent fflm stars are giving financial aid to the reds of 
California. Xo doubt there arc many communists in 
California, and their vjdons hand is .seen in some of 
the strike disturbances there. No doubt they are 
•well organized and have some financial support. 


But it is preposterous to imagine that persons who 


have as much interest in the private tiroperty system

C. C. FLANSBURG. 


A 


NOTHER distinguished Nebraskan has 
passed 


away. 


C. C. Flansburg was a typical pioneer. He was a 


man of fine courage, strong convictions, and yet fair 
toward an antagonist. He had a strong sense of po- 
litical responsibility. All of his life he battled against 
methods in politics which smacked of the machine or 
of gang rule. He was a devoted follower of Theodore 
Roosevelt. When the late president organized the 
Bull Moose uprising in 1912, Mr. Flansburg enrolled 
behind his banner, and he was one of the most vali- 
ant within the state in espousing his cause. He was 
a fighter. He asked no quarter and yet. he could be 
kind and generous with those who disagreed with him. 


In his profession. Mr. Flansburg was recognized as 


a leader. He brought splendid ideals to the practice 
of law in fulfillment of the conception that it was 
the instrument of justice. 


And as a man. he was a delightful companion. He 


had an avid, eager, scholarly mind. He was a great 
reader. He spent his hours in study, not only in the 
field of his vocation, but also of public questions, and 
he was invariably sane, balanced, and intelligent in 
his views. He lived a useful, valuable life, and his 
death is a matter of sorrow. 


SPEAKER RAINEY. 


T 


HE exhausting requirements of political office are 


indicated clearly by the death of Speaker Henry 


T. Rainey. of the house of representatives. His pre- 
decessor, Nick Longworth, died with his boots on. just 
as Mr. Rainey did. Longworth had been through the 
exhausting struggle waged during the last two years 
of the Hoover administration, and Rainey took up 
the burden when Roosevelt came into power. 


Mr. Rainey's illness was not considered serious. 
He was a robust man, of strong and 
powerful 


physique, and he had spent a lifetime in the storm of 
political battles. 
Although speaker, and the occu- 


pant of one of the 
most influential positions in 


Washington, his right to his seat was challenged in 
;he last Illinois primary in his own party, and a cam- 
paign of exceeding bitterness was waged, from out 
which Mr. Rainey emerged with a smashing triumph. 
The man who holds a job in Washington today pays 
a heavy price in health. The 
correspondence of 


members of congress is unbelievably heavy, and for 
those in major roles, almost unbearable. The re- 
sponsibility of passing upon legislation for the con- 
scientious man is equally wearing. Before official 
Washington is through with its task in the war 
against depression, many patriotic, hard 
working, 


public spirited men will have made-a sacrifice of 
heir lives. That was the case of Speaker Rainey. 
He came from the soil. His fellow men in Illinois 
mew him as a midwesterner. Before him, his father 
and his grandfather had been farmers. He himself 
owned a 320Tacre farm, which was his retreat for 
rest and relaxation, his joy and his pride. He was 
he first of the middle westerners to break the rule 
whereby the industrial regions had held the speak- 
;rs chair for a long period of time. He was a true 
on of the middle west in every sense of the word 
,nd his fight was in its behalf constantly. 


SPARE THE TREES. 


BETWEEN now and frost, there is a big job ahead 
IB of Lincoln people, unless thousands of magnifi- 
cent specimens of trees are to be lost, at a sacrifice 
if much of the community's natural beauty. 
The 


mall-leafed variety of the white birch and the pines 
—both native to the cooler climate of the lake regions 
—seem to have suffered most as a result of the heat 
and the prolonged drouth, but in some instances, 
ilms, maples, and other favorite trees are in danger. 
It's too late to save hundreds of trees now. 
This can be done, though. The loss will be much 


greater if they are permitted to go into the winter 
without attention. 
Civic pride requires that wher- 


ver property owners are in a position to do so. they 
hould save trees. The situation is serious 
enough 


o suggest some action on the part of the city au- 
horities. 


One of the interesting speculations at this time 
eals with the number of yards which have been 
lurned by a blazing sun. Grass hangs to life as 
enaciously as a cat. Undoubtedly many lawns _will 
evive if fall rains are generous, but once again prop- 
rty owners should be seriously considering reseeding. 
Fall presents a favorable opportunity. If the seed 
s placed in the ground early in September, a normal 
Nebraska fall will give it full opportunity to germi- 
nate and to obtain sufficient growth to carry it 
hrough the whiter. 
There has been a tremendous loss of blue grass, 
hrubbery. flowers, and trees in Lincoln. The task is 
o replace them. 


GERMANY AND LOUISIANA. 


rmSE fact that about 11 per cent of Germany's citi- 
M. zens voting in Sunday's so-called 
"election" 


marked their ballots to indicate lack of approval for 
he Hitler regime, while another 2 per cent voted 
ilank. is not very reassuring to the nazi cause, al- 
hough it does not provide any foundation on which 
political opposition could be built at the present 
ime. 
Under the circumstances prevailing in Germany, 


there could have been no other outcome of the poll 
ban an overwhelming majority for the established 
dictatorship. Where free speech is prohibited, news- 
iapers are allowed to print only such material as the 
government sanctions, and anyone who urged his fel- 
ows to vote against those in authority would be ar- 
rested and thrown into jail, or perhaps subjected to 
jersonal violence at the hands of the soldiery, the 
lolding of an election to obtain an expression of the 
people's will is nothing but a mockery and a farce. 


The surprising thing is that so many men and 


women of the reich would risk their individual safe- 
y by voting "no" on the proposal to endorse "der 
Fuehrer."' There must be a vast amount of bitter- 
ness in a considerable section of the Teutonic mind 
10 register even 13 per cent opposition, or its equiva- 
ent. to the personal rule of Hitler, -when everybody 
knew beforehand that the election could have but 
one result. 


Getting back a little nearer home, one is struck 


•with Uie similarity between conditions in Germany 
and in Louisiana. From all reports of what has been 
going on in Haey Long's domain, he has as much 
of a stronghold there as Hitier does m his territorial 
realm. The governor, the legislature, and 'the militia 
'all over themselves to do the senator's bidding. Lists 
of registered voters are seized by Long's armed forces, 
•who proceed to revise them and defy the courts to 
doing so. New lairs arc whipped through authorizing 
Huey to take over the municipal government of New 
Orleans and run it as he sees fit. The police depart- 
ment of that city Js to become his subservient Instru- 
ment, under these enactments. Is there any doubt as 
to how the election wSl go when tie entire machin- 
ery has thus been placed in the hands of one ruth- 
ess and unscrupulous boss?. 


The peop!^ of Louisiana apparently have lost their 


right of self-government. Though a majority of them 
may -wish to rid themselves of their political old-man- 
of-thc-sea. it does not swm possible they n-ili be able 


I to shake him off. Popular government no longer

Bather, Son and Holy Ghost; that 
hese three are one, with the same 
mind and spirit, equal in every re- 
pect. How is this belief reconciled 
with Christ's own words when He 
said, "The Father is greater than I?" 


ANSWER. 
The doctrine of the Trinity is an 
ndeavor upon the part of Christ- 
an thinkers to find an, adequate 
ategory for the Divine personality 
evealed in the New Testament as 
he Father, Son and the Holy Spirit. 
Such 
attempts 
are 
necessarily 
imited by the incapacity of human 
bought and language to fully con- 
eive and express the infinite real- 
ties involved. At its best; there- 
ore, formulated thought upon this 
urofound mystery is liable to mis- 
onstructlon and at its worst it is 
irovocative of error. 
The use of numbers in relation to 
God's personality is always confus- 
ing-. Your own phrase "composed of 
hree distinct beings" is by 
no 
means the-correct approach to the 
secret of the Godhead which cannot 
e divided mathematically. 
The evangelists and apostles no- 


where employ the term 
"Trinity." 


But they repeatedly emphasize tAe 
majesty of God's self-unveiling to 
man in three distinct channels of 
revelation. He is made manifest as 
creator in the things which He has 
made. The life, death and resurrec- 
tion of Jesus Christ are the unique 
revelation of the Everlasting Fath- 
er's grace unto salvation. 
Finally 
this revelation was associated with 
the pentecostal baptism of the Holy 
Spirit and with that victorious re- 
ligious life which He conferred upon 
individual believers and the early 
Church. 
This threefold conception of the 
deity in His relations with man at- 
tracted the speculations of 
great 
theologians because it enriched the 
spiritual experience of the church. 
They gave it the name "Trinity" 
under which title they formulated 
the Christian doctrine of God which 
differentiates the New Testament 
faith from that of Judaism and Is- 
lam. Attaching the trinitarian man- 
ifestation. I have mentioned to the 
three foldness within the essential 
character of God, the theologians 
expressd its meta-physical concept 
in the following words: "First in 
order of thought is God original and 
unknown, then God going forth in 
Christ; then God returning to Him- 
self in the spirit of unity." 
The 
words of Jesus to which you refer 
are in perfect accord with His hu- 
manity and clearly indicate 
His 
subordination to the Father, 
but 
they also reveal the divineness of 
His own personality.

How would you suggest handling 


the mendicancy problem which ex- 
ists in our big cities? 


ANSWER. 


Panhandlers, solicitors of alms and 
beggars disguised as pedtllers are 
found in increasing- numbers in our 
streets and highways. Some are 
rank impostors who ply their trade 
with specious pleas and consider- 
able profit. Occasionally you meet 
with a few actually destitute and 
deserving men and women who are 
driven by a desperation which stifles 
all shame . 
The word has been spread among 
beggars far and wide that good re- 
sults are obtained in the cities, with 
the consequence that thousands of 
shiftless vagrants and even crimi- 
nals repair to these centers and be- 
come social parasites. Some are an 
actual menace to the public peace 
and welfare. They play on the emo- 
tions of the people and frequently 
obtain money from those who have 
little of their own to give. 
I am one of the number who find 
it difficult to resist an appeal for a 
cup of coffee or a night's lodging, 
especially when the appeal is clev- 
erly made by a practiced hand at 
the game. But on ' reflection one 
must admit that such indiscriminate 
giving is utterly insufficient to meet 
the actual needs of prevalent pov- 
erty and is often a means of help- 
ing many who do not need help 
at the expense of those who do. 


I commend to your attention the 
work of the welfare council of New 
York City, and speciafically to the 
report of its Mendicancy committee, 
which has been charged with the 
duty of find an adequate remedy 
for this deplorable situation. The 
survey made by the committee is 
valuable not only for New York, but 
for all our cities and larger towns. 
The solutions proposed are based 
on the survey and should be-care- 
fully studied by interested citizens.

it is 77 per cent. The starch in the 
green banana turns gradually to su- 
gar: so that in the green banana 
there is 20 per. cent starch, in the 
ripe fruit 15 per cent. But there 
is 18 per cent sugar in the ripe ba- 
nana, whereas in the green fruit 
there is less than 1 per cent. 
This carbohydrate in the form of 
sugar is easily digestible, an excel- 
lent source of energy. Except for 
grapes the banana is the richest in 
caloric value of any of the common 
fruits. 


The change from green to yellow 


color is due to the formation 
of 
carotin—the pro-vitamin A, Besides 
this anti-infective vitamin, the fruit 
contains, vitamins B, G. E, and C. 
So much of C is there that the ba- 
nana can be used as the sole scurvy 
preventive for infants. 


Minerals are present galore in ba- 
nana pulp. Notably it has high 
amounts of iron, manganese 
and 
copper which make it useful for the 
blood building. Not only is calcium 
present in good amounts, but some 
substance in the banana seems to 
help the body store calcium from 
other foods. 


The taste and feel of banana in 
the mouth makes one think there is 
a good deal of fat in it. but in ac- 
tual fact the fat content is very low. 
It is this feature of its composition 
which makes it so useful as 
part 
of a reducing diet. 


"Combined with milk," wrote Dr. 
Edy, and this was before the re- 
ducing contests on miifc and ban- 
anas became popular, "bananas pro- 
duce an almost completely balanced 
ration." 


"In Its full ripe form H will di- 
gest wjth little mastication, and is 
tolerated by the old and debilitated" 
Such a scientific study is a long 
step in advance of the old idea that 
clung to the banana, as to most cx- 
«tic fruits, that it was poisonous. Or 
to the later idea that it was a sort 
of luxury to be Indulged only 
in 
moderation. 


The banana and milk 
reducing

Stewart Says Fall Rye 


And Corn Seed Now 


Available. 


Fall rye and corn for seeding pur- 


poses will not be purchased in Ne- 
braska by the seed stocks committee 
of the United States department of 
agriculture, P. H. Stewart, extension 
igronomist here and a member of 
the group, said here Monday. 


In the case of rye, the problem 
will be handled by putting those who 
want the seed in touch with those 
who have a supply for sale. Rye is 
now in demand over the state where 
local showers have wet the soil 
enough 
to 'encourage 
planting. 
Under 
ordinary 
conditions, 
rye 


makes much better fall and early 
spring pasture than any other grain 
which can be planted in Nebraska. 
Drdinarily rye seeded in the latter 
lalf of August makes ideal pasture 
from September 10 until snow falls. 


The problem of seed corn for 1935 
planting was discussed in a confer- 
aice at the college of agriculture be- 
tween S. O. Salmon of the seed 
stocks committee, Dean W. W. Burr 
and W. H. Brokaw. There is suffic- 
ient old corn available, they agreed 
in practically every Nebraska coun- 
;y to furnish plenty of good type 
of seed for next season. It is believed 
that if farmers know the govern- 
ment will not purchase seed corn 
and sell it next spring, practically 
all can secure seed now for next 
year's use. 
In view of the decision. Stewart is 
urging farmers to immediately take 
steps to secure enough seed 
for 
;heir 1935 needs. This should not be 
difficult, he aded, as far as supply 
is concerned in most counties. Agri- 
cultural agents together with Stew- 
art will help farmers locate both rye 
and corn for seeding purposes.

One item in the day's news will 


be news forever, or as long as men 
live here. Dr. R. F. Sanford, Cal- 
ifornia scientist of Pasadena, has 
discovered and can prove that the 
earth has a fourth important mo- 
tion, added to the three with which 
you are familiar; the first, turning 
every 24 hours on its axis; the sec- 
ond, traveling around the sun, once 
in 365 days, in an eclipse; the third 
traveling with the sun. on its mys- 
terious journey through space, to- 
ward the 
constellation of Lyra. 
That third motion, like that of a 
calf walking around its mother, as 
the mother walks across the pas- 
ture, Is a spiral motion. 


To the three principal and uni- 


versally known motions, Dr. San- 
ford adds a fourth, caused by tha 
sun, swinging 
in a great circle 
around the center of our galaxy, 
or "milky way" in that fourth great 
movement. The earth, compelled to 
accompany the sun wherever it 
goes, swings through space at a 
speed of one hundred 
and 
fifty 


miles per second. Earth turns oa 
its axis, about one thousand miles 
an hour, travels around 
the sun 
about nineteen miles a second, or 
68,400 miles an hour. The sun drags 
us through space, toward Lyra, at 
twelve miles a second. The "big 
swing" around the central point of 
our galactic system is made at a 
speed of 540,000 miles an hour. 


Even that is not all. The earth 
has all sorts of queer little motions 
of its own and it has a fifth prin- 
cipal motion, travelling with our 
sun. and the millions of other suns 
In the milky way. as our little "uni- 
verse" travels around some distant 
unknown central point in space. 
We fcnow that the nebulae or 


"outside island universe" in space 
are all 
in 
motion, astronomers 
actually see them moving, and, of 
course, our star-city, called the 
"galaxy," moves, as do the other 
nebulae. Nothing stands still in the 
universe. 


It is pleasing to know that Mount 
Wilson observatory makes its side- 
real calculations of speed and mo- 
tion "with the aid of 146 cool «.d 
stars, scattered about the am at 
distances which average about 2.000 
light years <or 12,000,000,000,000,000 


It's a big universe and in 5t 2,000 
light years of lour quadrillions oi 
miles represent a small distance. 
There are nebulae distant on* bil- 
lion light years from our planet. 
You can figure that in miles, multi- 
plying: bv 185.000. the number of 
seconds in one thousand 
million 


years.

Some see in these preliminary of- 


ficial figures a waning in enthusi- 
asm for Hitler, pointing out that 
yesterday's "no" votes were 
more 
than twice the number as were cast 
in last November's plebiscite. At- 
tention is also called to the sharp 
decline in the volume of nazi party 
votes as compared with the No- 
vember voting. 
In the November plebiscite there 
were 43,453.000 "ja'' votes, and in 
the November reichstag election the 
nazi vote was 39.655,224. 


Fewer "Ja'' Votes. 


With but few exceptions, the 35 
major voting districts produced in 
yesterday's election fewer "ja" votes 
than were cast in November. Some 
observers see this as a failure of 
the German voters to respond to 
the appeals of nazi orators during 
the past few days that a larger af- 
firmative vote be cast so that the 
world might know the nation is 
solidly behind "Mein Fuehrer"— 
President-Chancellor Hitler.

While the Guide 
docs not specllically authorize that a bats- 
man be called safe at first on a play m 
which 3. catch has been made by a player 
wearing a clove of illegal size, the logic 
of baseball would justify a rulinj to that 
effect.

State May Turn From 


Fuel Oil to Coal As 
Result Price Increase 


Because of an advance of 1% to 


2 cents a gallon in the price of fuel 
oil •which has taken place recently, 
the board of control may order the 
abandonment of that fuel at 
the 


state school for deaf, Omaha, and 
go back to the use of coal the com- 
ing winter. 
Last year tne board had a con- 
tract for 250,000 gallons of fuel oil 
at 4.48 cents per gallon. The pros- 
pective increase in cost if the same 
fuel were used this year is $3,750 
to $5,000. 


The board has on hand two auto- 
matic coal stokers, removed from 
the boiler plant at the Hastings in- 
sane hospital a year or two ago when 
that Institution began burning na- 
tural gas. One or both of these 
could readily be installed under the 
boilers in the heating plant at the 
school for deaf, if coal is chosen for 
the season ahead. 
No plans for putting in natural 
gas at the Or*aha 
institution are 
being considered, since the board ot 
control has no money to pay for new 
equipment. 
Expense of installing 


the coal stokers would be compora- 
tively small. 


Gas is now used at seven institu- 
tions—the penitentiary, insane hos- 
pital, men's reformatory, and ortho- 
pedic hospital at Lincoln; the in- 
sane hospital 
at Hastings; the 
leeble-mmdeii Institute at Beatrice; 
and the soldiers' home at Milford. 
The penitentiary plant has one 
boiler unit equipped for coal burn- 
ing, as standby service in case of 
emergency, but there is no intention 
to discontinue using gas, according 
to Mrs. Nellie Benson, chairman of 
the control body.

Mussolini and Schusch- 


nigg Will Meet Tues- 


day at Florence. 


ROME. Aug. 20— (/P) —Premier 
Mussolini is expected to assure 
Chancellor Kurt Schuschnigg of the 
active and united support of Italy, 
France and England for Austrian 
independence when the two states- 
men meet tomorrow in Florence. 
The Associated Press was reliably 
informed today that diplomatic ex- 
changes have been made among 
Rome, Paris and London in the last 
few days toward this end. 
An authoritative source said the 
three capitals have been in frequent 
contact since the installation of the 
new Austrian government, succeed- 
ing that of the assassinated Chan- 
cellor Dollfuss. These capitals, it was 
stated, now have decided to rein- 
force their united front with a ref- 
erence to Austrian independence. 
When Mussolini sees Schuschnigg 
tomorrow he will therefore express 
to him not only the determination 
of Italy to uphold the independence 
of Austria, but he likewise will tell 
the decision of France and 
Great 


Britain toward the same conclusion. 
What form the increased backing 


of the three powers will take has 
not yet been revealed, but it was 
believed that France and England 
may strive to augment their com- 
mercial exchanges with Austria. 
Tomorrow's meeting of the two 


premiers will be a whirlwind affair 
in Florence.

Bindernp Made Winning: Campaign 


On $782; Congressman 
Howard Reports $283. 


Orville Chatt Tekamah magistrate 
who made an unexpectedly strong 
bid for the democratic congression- 
al nomination in the tliird district, 
almost defeating Edgar Howard, the 
veteran incumbent, in the primary 
last week, reports expenditures to- 
aling $1,950 in his statement filed 
with the secretary of state. 


Judge Chatt includes in this total 
considerable sums spent for items 
which under, the law he would not 
be required to report, and which 
most other candidates omit. 
Aside from $700 paid out for cler- 
ical help, his chief 
disbursement 


was $$455 for newspaper advertising, 
which materially helped his candi- 
dacy all over the district. Chatt also 
spent $400 for cards and miscellan- 
eous items and $10 for pictures. 


C. G. Binderup of Minden, who 
defeated A. C. Shallenberger for the 
democratic nomination in the fifth 
district, lists expenditures aggregat- 
ing $782, but his statement does not 
throw 
much light on what the 
money went for. as many of

items are catalogued as "miscellan- 
eous" and "general expense."

Indications were that the regu- 
lations to be issued by the treasury 
department upon advice of the de- 
partment of agriculture, would for 
the present lift only the tariff on 
hay. 


Officials said privately they did 
not expect barley and oats to be in- 
cluded immediately. 
The livestock feed committee ap- 


pointed last week to conserve and 
insure full use of all supplies has 
begun a study of available hay sup- 
plies in Canada. 


Creditor Asks Rail 


Commission to Help 
Him Get Corn Papers 


Assistance of the state railway 


commission has been asked by a 
farm loan creditor at Grant, through 
his attorney, in compelling the pur- 
chaser of more than 1,000 bushels of 
corn taken from a farm warehouse 
near there last week to turn over 
the certificate which the seller de- 
livered over to him, after the seller 
h"ad squared his account with the 
United States government by paying 
off the 47 cents a bushel owing to 
the AAA for its loan made 
last 
spring. 


The private creditor had brought 
an attachment suit 
against 
the 


farmer before the corn was sold, 
claiming the excess over 47 cents per 
bushel to satisfy his claim. As the 
grain is now worth 67 :ents at 
local staions, this left 20 cents a 
bushel, or over $200 in all, which 
might have been applied on the in- 
debtedness. 


However, the fanner released his 


warehouse certificate to the buyer 
of the corn, who presumably paid 
him the full market price, and the 
creditor was left holding the sack. 
The purchaser was a cattle feeder 
in the same locality. 
Now the commission is being 


asked to order the certificate trans- 
ferred to the claimant. Whether it 
has authority to do this is uncer- 
tain.
